Mrs.  Shirley  Lamson  died  October  25,  1981  She 
had  been  a teacher  in  the  Business  Education 
Department  since  1970.  Illness  forced  Mrs.  Lam- 
son to  step  down  from  teaching  at  the  April, 
1981,  vacation,  and  although  she  fervently 
hoped  to  be  able  to  return  to  Avon  in  Septem- 
ber, she  was  unable  to  do  so. 

Mrs.  Lamson  did  not  seek  popularity,  but  rather 
excellence.  She  was  a lady  of  impeccable  stan- 
dards in  every  way,  and  many  a student  and  the 
occasional  teacher  unaccustomed  to  her  stan- 
dards chafed  at  her  demands.
